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Demons   Have   7-1  Record 

MEET  SOUTHEASTERN  FOR  CHANCE  AT  SHARE  IN  GSC  TITLE 


The  Demons  of  NSC  have 
established  themselves  as  one  of 
the  stronger  teams  in  the  Gulf 
States  Conference  this  season. 
They  have  compiled  a  record  of 
seven  wins  against  one  loss. 

After  winning  the  first  four 
games  of  the  season,  written  up 
in  the  October  issue  of  the 
ALUMNI  COLUMNS,  they  pro- 
ceeded to  take  Southeastern  State 
College  of  Oklahoma  in  tow  by 
a  score  of  38-0.  The  one  and  only 
loss  of  the  season  was  at  the  hands 
of  Louisiana  Tech  at  the  State 
Fair  game  on  October  23.  The 
Tech  Bulldogs  kept  everything 
under  control,  at  least  from  their 
point  of  view,  and  outplayed  the 
Demons  to  the  tune  of  13-6. 

With  an  open  date  following  the 
Tech  game,  the  Demons  readied 
themselves  for  the  next  opponent, 
Northeast  State  College  at  Monroe. 
When  the  smoke  had  cleared  away 
and  the  bench  had  been  emptied 
by  the  Demon  coaches,  the  score 
was  51-6  in  favor  of  Northwestern 
State. 

Demons  Win 
Homecoming  Game 

With  the  Homecoming  game 
coming  up  and  the  dope  entirely 
against  the  Demons,  a  great  deal 
of   uneasiness   as   to   the   outcome 
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of  the  game  with  the  Southwestern 
Bulldogs  was  in  evidence.  The 
Bulldogs,  a  late  starter,  had  just 
humbled  Louisiana  Tech  by  a  one- 
sided score,  and  the  Demons  had 
been  beaten  by  Tech. 

The  Demons  left  little  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  the  fans  as  to  their 
intentions,  however,  once  the  game 
got  under  way.  Southwestern  re- 
ceived the  opening  kick-off  and 
were  unable  to  move,  and  were 
forced  to  kick.  Don  Millen,  speedy 
halfback  of  the  Demons,  took  the 
punt  and  raced  the  length  of  the 
field  (82  yards)  for  the  initial 
touchdown.  The  try  for  extra 
point  was  good,  and  the  Demons 
led  7-0  before  the  game  was  three 
minutes  old.  Millen  sprained  a 
muscle  on  the  run  and  did  not 
get  back  into  the  game  any  more. 

The  Demons  demonstrated  a 
power  and  defense  that  kept  the 
touchdowns  rolling  and  South- 
western bottled  up  throughout  the 
game,  bringing  the  score  to  31-0. 
Southwestern  got  off  a  long  pass 
on  the  last  play  of  the  game;  the 
clock  showed  .5  seconds  to  go, 
and  the  pass  was  completed  on 
the  goal  line  for  their  only  score 
of  the  game.    Final  score.  34-7. 

Southeastern  Next 

Southeastern  Louisiana  College 
Lions  sport  one  of  the  best  teams 
and  the  best  season's  record  they 
have  ever  had.  They  lead  the  GSC 
in  all  departments  of  offense  and 
practically  all  departments  in  de- 
fense. The  Lions  have  lost  no 
games  this  year  and  were  unscored 
on  until  Mississippi  Southern,  who 
defeated  Alabama  earlier,  man- 
aged to  get  one  touchdown  against 
them. 

Should  the  Demons  be  able  to 
defeat  Southeastern,  they  will  gain 
a  share  of  the  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference title.  Should  the  game  end 
in  a  tie,  the  Demons  will  hold 
second  place  in  the  conference.  If 
the  Demons  lose,  and  all  the  dope- 
sters  make  just  that  prediction, 
they  will  be  in  a  tie  for  second 
))lace  in  conference  standing. 

The  Demon  football  squad  will 
end  their  regular  season  of  play  in 
the  game  with  Southeastern.  They 
have  piled  up  204  points  during 
the  season  to  their  opponents'  6.5 
for  a  game  average  of  25.5  points 
to  the  opposition's  8.125  points. 
In  rushing  and  defense,  the 
Demons  rank  next  to  Southeastern, 
and  lead  the  conference  in  pass 
interceptions.  Anyway,  it  should 
be  a  great  game.
